4. And on a similar topic:  For Teens (and Adults) Fighting Misinformation, TikTok Is Still 

‘Uncharted Territory’ is a great read about how misinformation continues to spread. 

5. Walk this way. Lots of activities can spark your creativity – walking is one of them. In a series of 

experiments, researchers gave volunteers two creativity tests: Guilford’s alternate uses test, 

which asks the participant to come up with as many uses for a single object as possible; and the 

remote associations test, which is a word association test of sorts. People scored higher on both 

tests when they were walking outside or on a treadmill. “Whether one is outdoors or on a 

treadmill, walking improves the generation of novel yet appropriate ideas,” the researchers 

write, “and the effect even extends to when people sit down to do their creative work shortly 

after.” They acknowledged that more research is needed to see how this effect translates to 

people with limited mobility. But it’s not just walking. Other research has found that creativity is 

sparked by everything from getting enough rest to taking a shower. Creativity can strike in many 

different ways, as long as we create the space for it.

been a few questions regarding the Training Program Binder information that went out in 

December.  I have spoken with the NAR to verify some of the requirements: 

1. It mentions having the Clinical Skills Exam in the student file.  As you all know, we do not 
keep testing records with training records.  NAR says you can put a sheet in the file where 
the instructor is requesting the student test and that can serve in place of the clinical skills 
packet. 

2. It mentions having the Training Verification Form or letter in the student file.  As you all 
know, in many cases this will also be in the testing record as well.  As long as you have 
information that the final versions are housed in the testing record, you should be fine too. 

Please continue to store testing-related materials and results in the testing files only.
